Baldwin's rise in public life has 


been rapid. He gained much popu- 
larity while chancellor of tu* ex- 
chequer for reducing taxes, reduc- 
ing the price of beer and negotia- 
ting a settlement of the British war 
debt to the United States. 


Baldwin's chief rival for the 


premiership was Lord Curzon. the 
foreign secretary. Curzon -was op- 
posed by the Tory die hards and by 
a coalition Labor-Liberal groupe 
It is understood that the failure to 
name Curzon was a sop to the La- 
borites, who bitterly opposed the 
appointment of a member of the 
house of Lords to the premiership. 


The cabinet Is expected to re- 


sign tonight. As is the usual cus- 
tom, the resignations will be put in 
the hands of the new minister nt 
once. It is believed that Sir. Rob- 
ert Home will succeed Baldwin as 
chancellor of the exchequer
